City OKs 
lead pile 
removal

Granite City is willing to grant 
the U.S. EPA access to city 
easements to allow the agency to 
remove lead contamination from 
soil. 

But the city is willing to grant 
access only to property with lead 
concentrations of 1,000 parts per 
million or more, and only after 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency does something with a 
290,000-ton lead waste pile in the 
city. 

As part of a $35 million Super- 
fund cleanup of lead contamina- 
tion here, the EPA has begun 
removing contaminated soil 
from residential areas with high 
levels of lead concentration 
whose owners have granted the 
agency access to their property. 

But Alderman Craig Tarpoff, 
chairman of the citizen advisory 
committee for the project, says 
the EPA is putting the cart 
before the horse and the agency 
should address the waste pile 
before cleaning up contamination 
in yards. 

“All over the country, the 
EPA is under pressure io do 
something. My impression is 
they are trying to take some 
kind of action so they can say 
they are doing something. 

“But what EPA is doing here 
is helter-skelter and poorly 
planned,”’ he said. 

Tarpoff noticed two weeks ago 
that EPA crews were removing 
soil from areas between side- 
walks and curbs — property 
which technically belongs to the 
city. Tarpoff reminded the work- 
ers that the city had not yet 
granted EPA access to any of its 
property. 

In a Dec. 16 letter from Brad 
Bradley, remedial-project man- 
ager for the cleanup, the agency 
asked for access to city ease- 
ments in order to remove con- 
taminated soil there. 

But the City Council, at the 
urging of Tarpoff, voted unani- 
mously Tuesday to grant access 
only to areas: with contamination 
levels above 1,000 parts per mil- 
lion and only after something is 
done about the 290,000-ton lead 
waste pile at 15th and State 
streets. i

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Speed is of the essence 
in finding missing children 


Statistically, about 85 percent 
of the many children reported 
missing in the United States 
each year return safely, said 
Granite City Patrolman Mike 
Sparks. 

“But that’s not a statistic to be 
left to chance,"’ he said. 

“In any missing child case, 
fast action by parents and law 
enforcement is critical. Parents 
can do a number of specific 
things to aid the authorities’ 
investigation,” Sparks said. 

Among the steps parents can 
take in the event their child is 
missing: 

Stay calm. Think about 
where the child might be or 
could have gone. 

Call police and start proce- 
dures immediately. Make sure 
that police enter the information 
into the National Crime Informa- 
tion Center (NCIC) computer. 

Look for clues at home. 
Notes, letters and missing cloth- 
ing in a child’s room can be 
good clues. Check telephone bills 
for unfamiliar long-distance 
mumbers the child may have 
called. Request a duplicate bill if 
necessary 
: » Look for clues in the neigh- 
borhood. Ask the mail carrier, 
Jocal storekeepers, building 
‘employees — anyone who might 
have seen the child on the street. 
Check arcades and other loca- 
tions children are known to fre- 
quent. Inform hospitals, drug 
treatment centers, and children’s 
shelters that you are looking for 
a child.

Chaperon children’s talent 
pursuits. 

» EMERGENCY: The 
emergency lure is designed to 
disarm, confuse and worry the 
child. Examples include, “Your 
mommy is sick and was taken to 
the hospital. Cone with me.”’ 
‘Your daddy had a heart attack. 
Your mommy sent me to get 
you. Hurry, come with me.” 

HOW TO PREVENT: Select a 
code word that only you and 
your children know. Tell 
children they should never go 
with anyone unless the code 
word is used. Pre-arrange an 
action plan for your children to 
use in the case of a real 
emergency. 

» FUN AND GAMES: 
Innocent play often leads to 
intimate body contact with this 
lure. Games could include 
tickling, wrestling, make-believe, 
hide the quarter or hide under 
the blanket. 

People dressed as clowns, 
Santa Claus, cowboys and other 
fanciful figures can capture a 
child’s natural sense of fun.

County Board Member Don Garrett and Illinois Attorney 
“General Roland Burris got into a heated exchange over 
Sflegal-drug related crime last week. ae ‘ 

For local residents, the exchange had a familiar ring — 
Heth in its content and its intensity. 

“£Burris, the state’s chief law enforcement official, said that 
#he war against drugs cannot be won by increasing law 
forcement. Burris said the crime-filled drug culture will 
nly be defeated when the citizens take it upon themselves to 
rise up against it. E 

‘Garrett, speaking as a representative of the people, said 
law enforcement must first seriously enter into battle against 
the drug culture. When that happens, and only when that 
happens, Garrett said, will the citizens be able to rise up and 
join in the battle. 

-The Burris side of the argument — given many times by 
‘local police chiefs — argues that the day will never come 
cwhen there will be a police officer for every street corner. 
‘Citizens, the argument goes, must be willing to do their part 
“because the police can’t be everywhere. 
=<The Garrett side — repeated loudly and often by citizen 
‘@eoups — argues that law enforcement officials are asking 
‘citizens to serve as front-line cannon fodder. When the 
citizens balk at playing that role, the argument goes, those 
officials cite ‘‘lack of citizen involvement” as an excuse for 
their own ineffectiveness. 

~ Put the police out on the front lines and have them actually 
engage the enemy — not just steam by occasionally in a show 
of force — and Garrett-side proponents say it will amaze the 

lice how quickly the citizens will come out to join in the 
ight. 

The Garrett-Burris tiff is a chicken-and-egg argument — 
arguing about whether the chicken or egg came first — that 
can go on forever but never be resolved. For every citizen 
who quit calling the police because the police didn’t take a 
complaint seriously, there is a police officer who quit taking 
complaints seriously because citizens didn’t want to get 
involved. 

If crime is to be defeated, law enforcement officials and 
citizens must work together. It’s time to stop.arguing about 
who will take the first step 

To work together, citizens and law enforcement officials 
need to develop mutual trust and respect. : 

Police officers must believe that citizen complaints are 
worth investigating. . 

Citizens must believe the police will do their jobs when 
called. 

Police need to know that citizens will stand behind them in 
court. 

Citizens need to be assured that the police will be there to 
help guide the citizens through the unfamiliar turns of the 
criminal justice system. 

Police need to realize how frustrated the citizens can 
become and expect that some of the resulting anger may 
occasionally be misdirected at them. 

Citizens need to realize that police are often frustrated by 
the criminal justice system and expect it to occasionally 
sresult in bitter cynicism. . 
=: Police and citizens must both realize that they will often 
éause troubles for each other and may even find themselves 

battling one another. 

But, ultimately, they are on the same side and the only 
victory that counts is a victory for everyone.

Homes throughout the community are aglow with holiday deco- 
rations, inside and out. 

Quad Citians undeniably are ready, or nearly ready, for the 
Christmas-New Year holidays, the happiest season of all. 

We had an opportunity to visit the ‘Way of Lights” this month 
and recommend it to all. It tells the 20-centuries-old Christmas 
story with what seems like millions of lights in trees, shrubs and 
outdoor sculptures, plus a realistic manger area. 

For the 1993 display, three ‘‘spires of light'’ have been installed, 
relating to the creation of Adam and Eve, their banishment and 
Noah’s Ark, The latter spire is especially timely, in view of the 
Midwest's record flood this summer. 

_-»It is planned to add 15 other spires of light by the year 2000 to 
‘gomplete the story of salvation, including scenes involving Abra-

- that had settings more than a century old. 
Tchaikovsky's ‘The Nutcracker,” presented by the State Ballet

‘tra, begins with a Christmas Eve party in a small German city in 
‘the early 1800s. Later scenes include the Snow Forest and the 
‘Kingdom of the Sweets. 

Charles Dickens’ ‘‘A Christmas Carol,’’ staged at the Fox by the 
Nebraska Theater Caravan, also begins on a Christmas Eve — in 
London. 
=“although the classic story was published a short time before 
Christmas in 1843, its ‘‘better to give than receive’’ message 
remains vividly alive and pertinent 150 years later. 

‘We also attended an open house at the Old Six Mile Museum, 
3279 Maryville Road, Granite City, and found it colorfully decorat- 
ed for the holidays. 

The festive occasion included burning of the mortgage for the 
museum, built by William Emert as his residence in 1837. The 
home was purchased in 1884 by August Zippel, and exactly 100 
years later was bought by the Old Six Mile Historical Society, 
|. which had been formed in 1981. 

Operated by volunteers and with no tax base to support it, the 
useumnevertheless is thriving and includes many historic 
objects, furniture and memorabilia donated by area residents. 

The museum brochure notes that it includes front hall lights 
from the former Schildman mortuary, a living room couch from 
the Rode home, an 1854 piano, a kitchen “‘pie safe’’ dating back to 
1837, a summer kitchen used for baking, a display room of gran- 
iteware and Civil War artifacts, pictures of the mayors of Granite 
SCity, a large bedroom, a sewing room complete with a spinning 
wheel and sewing machine more than a century old, a smoke-

. Bulgaria is a country rich in 
customs which deal with the 
many aspects of the people's 
spirit, the age-long striving for 
happiness and their faith in a 
better future. 

New Year's’ Day, even in the 
darkest days of suffering, was 
marked by the Bulgarians’ as a 
day different from the others, a 
day which is called upon to give 
a favorable, optimistic direction 
to the course of events — a day. 
during which nothing should be 
marred. 


Everyone must forget ones 
usual cares and worries, even 
one’s everyday hardships. Peo- 
ple must become united, more 
tolerant and understanding. They 
must open their hearts to care- 
free joy in order to be merry all 
the year round. 

Just like people the world 
over, Bulgarians usually see in 
the new year seated around a 
well-furnished table. 

Prominent amore the dishes is 
the ritual loaf of bread or cake 
in which the housewife has 
placed a silver coin and other 
small objects meaning various 
good wishes for health, 
wealth — and wedlock, in case 
there are marriageable girls and 
boys in the house. In short, 
everyone’s fortune is read for 
the coming year. 


The traditional New Year dish- 
es include such popular favorites 
as sauerkraut juice, pork with 
sauerkraut, stuffed cabbage 
leaves, dried fruit compote, 
fresh fruit and finally a plate of 
honey to make life sweet during 
the coming year. 

In those distant years when 
customs were formed, there 
were no watches or clocks. 

So, it was up to the rooster to 
announce midnight and then to 
awaken the toilers who slept a 
righteous seep 

Up to this day, on New Year’s 
morning the first to rise are the 
carol boys. These are groups of 
five to 10 boys, usually friends, 
wraj in heavy cloaks. They 
hold staffs of cornel (dogwood) 
branches adorned with paper 
blossoms or ribbons. 

In Bulgaria, these cornel staffs 
are called “surovaknitsi.” 

The cornel has been chosen as 
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Toward noon, the whole village 
flocks to the square, where they 
join in a New Year round dance. 

Of course, young men and 
girls, martied couples and elder- 
ly folk are all festively dressed. 

The brisk dancing tempo 
marked by the very ancient 
drum makes every heart jump

In‘the late 1950s and early 
1960s, St. Louis was busy 
refining its own version of 
“swing” dancing. Decades later 
a Metro East group is working 
to keep those moves alive. 

The Midwest United States 
Imperial ‘Dance Club (MUSIC) is 
a non-profit group that meets to 
celebrate the dance and to teach 
it to others. Swing originated on 
the East Coast about 60 years 
ago; it is so named because of 
the way the men would ‘“‘swing”’ 
their female partners over their 
heads. 


THE “IMPERIAL SWING" 
was developed within the walls 
of George Edick’s Club Imperial 
in St. Louis. 

“I never made it there — 
that’s one of my small 
disappointments,” said Jim Laux 
of Collinsville, president of 
MUSIC. 

But Laux is making up for it 
now. He is one of about 100 
dancers who show up at the 
American Legion Post 365, 1022 
Vandalia in Collinsville, from 6 
to 11 every other Sunday night. 
The first two hours of each 
meeting are for lessons — from 
beginning to advanced — while 
the next three hours are devoted 
to dancing. 

“The people who get involved 
in it really enjoy it a Jot,” said 
Linda McKechan of Granite 
City, the group's secretary. 

“T love it. I think it’s great.”’ 

In fact, McKechan enjoys it so 
much that she has also gotten 
her daughter, 11, involved. 

At 15 years, the group is the 
second oldest of seven imperial 
dance clubs in the St. Louis 
area, Laux said. By belonging to 
MUSIC, members can also 
attend dances at the other clubs. 

“There’s a place you can go 
just about every night of week," 
Laux said. ‘‘Monday night, I 
can’t think of one right off, but 
there probably is one.” 

“It’s fine, inexpensive 
entertainment and good exercise, 
too.” 

DANCE SPEEDS VARY from 
moderate to fast and the music 
that's played has an equal 
range. Laux said there is a lot of 
rhythm and blues, '50s and ’60s 
rock, as well as sorme modern 
music 

The dancers also come ina 
variety themselves. While the 
majority are in their 30s to 50s, 
there are also teenagers and 
some youngsters who come with 
their parents. 

“It’s all ages of people 
really,” MeKechan said. 

Dancers can bring a partner 
of fly solo. 

“It’s a good way to meet 
people in a real nice, 
non-threatening environment 
where anybody can just come 
and dance,” Laux said. 

The group's next dance, slated 
for this Sunday, will add a twist 
to meeting people. For each 
person a dancer asks to dance, 
they will earn a chip that can"be 
used to bid on prizes at the end 
of the evening. 


LAUX HIMSELF HAS forged 
a few friendships in his more 
than three years in the club.

‘While I 
applaud the law~ and think it’s 
certainly effective, we need to 
deal wah ing qnore dominant 
personalities in passengers.’”’

Gov. Jim Edgar recently

If the ordinance were vetoed 
it would take a two-thirds major- 
ity — six votes of the eight — to 
override the veto. 

Grzywacz, who favored a pro- 
posal to reinstate the city’s utili- 
ty taxes on water and telephone 
use earlier this year, said that 
as a result of the reduced levy 
the aldermen should expect to 
see the utility tax proposal 
again. 

Alderman Eleanor Armour 
said she had been under the 
impression that the $9-a-month 
trash collection fee that went 
into effect in September was 
going to raise enough money to 
prevent more layoffs at the 
street department. 

But City Attorney Casper 
Nighohossian said the new taxes 
were just a different way of pay- 
ing existing bills. 

“If they are not levied, then 
the money will have to come 
from somewhere else,’’ Nigho- 
hossian said. 

Alderman Mike Vrabec said 
dropping the new taxes would 
cut revenues “‘only $90,000" and 
that he was ‘“‘willing to take a 
chance” of having the city come 
up short, in order to see how the 
trash collection fee and Huntco 
Steel sale work out before rais- 
ing taxes further. 

The city’s first billing for trash 
collection will be sent out in Jan- 
uary 


The city is currently trying to 
sell to Huntco Steel for at least 
$500,000 the property Huntco 
leases from the city. However, a 
sale is uncertain. 

Nighohossian said that if the 
city comes up short and finds it 
needs to reconsider the new tax- 
es when it makes its property 
levy next year, it will be at least 
another year before the city 
actually sees any of the mone: 

Grzywacz said people ‘had 
better get ready right now to see 
a drop in city services.

Vrabec repeated his amend- 
ment, Armour switched her vote 
and it was approved 5 to 3.-The 
ordinance was then amended to 
reflect the $93,000 drop in reve- 
nue and a projected deficit of 
$392,968 and was approved for 
final passage by an identical 5 to 
3 vote. . 

The estimated new city prop- 
erty tax rate is an increase of 70 
cents per $100 over last year’s

When elderly widows and widowers remarry, 
the question often arises as to whether an in- 
dividual should put his property in joint tenan- 
cy with his new spouse. Many people in this 
situation.will want to take care of their spouse 
after their death, but they also want their 
children to ultimately inherit their property. 

It is important to note that joint tenancy pro- 
perty passes to the survivor upon the death of 
the first joint tenant. Therefore, if the elderly 
widower remarries and places his réal estate in 
joint tenancy with his new spouse, his new 
wife will receive the entirety of the property 
upon his death. She can then dispose of the 
property in any way she desires even if his will 
indicated his children should receive the pro- 
perty after her deatt. 

In one recent case, a 65-year old man had 
three children, all of whom were in their thir- 
tles. The man was a widower for ten years, and 
then he decided to marry a woman with two 
children by prior marriage. He imme tely 
placed the deed to his condominium in joint 
tenancy with his new wife. 

Each then prepared a will indicating that the 


surviving spouse was to enjoy the full benefit 
and use of this property when the first one 
died. They further indicated that when the sur- 
~viving spouse died, the condominium was to 
pass in equal shares to their children. 
However, it is important to note that neither 
can control the disposition of this property 
from the grave. In other words, should he die 
first, the property would pass to his new wife 
according to the joint tenancy arrangement in 
the deed. She could then dispose of the proper- 
ty in any way she saw fit. She would not be 
obligated to pass the property on to his heirs at 
the time of her death even though his will in- 
dicated this was to be done. ; 
One way around this situation would be for 
the man and his new wife to own property as 
tenants in common. In addition, they could 
each prepare a will giving the other a life estate 


’ in the property upon the death of the first. This. 


would mean that when the first spouse died, 
the other spouse would be able to use the pro- 
perty for the balance of his lifetime. When the 
second one died, the property would then pass 
to the respective heirs of each spouse.

Collinsville to annex Mounds

‘Collinsville is poised to annex 
Cahokia Mounds following a City 
Council vote last week to pur- 
chase one piece of property and 
annex another to make the city’s 
boundaries contiguous with the 
Mounds property. 

City Manager Rich Mays said 
that the city likely will annex 
*Gahokia Mounds ‘in the next 
three months. He said officials 
‘from. the Mounds had initially 
approached the city about the 
prospese of annexation into Col- 
linsville. 

“I think it’s something we 
very definitely have to aggres- 
sively pursue,’’ - Councilman 
George Gillespie said. “I think 
it’s the type of quality annex- 
ation we need to have. 

“I think it also serves as a 
buffer from other cities that 
may be trying to expand, and it 
also opens up far more annex- 
ation to the north." 

Mays agreed. He said city offi- 
cials believe the area to the 
north of the city has great poten- 
tial for future development. 

“We're not going to stop there 
(at the Mounds),’’ Mays said.

will be in the next few years,” 
he said. 

The City Council’s actions to 
annex property at 3425 Fairmont 
Ave. and purchase 9 acres of tax 
delinquent property near the 
intersection of Black Lane and 
Interstate 55/70 create a “land 
bridge’ from the current city 
boundaries to the Mounds. 

The city can only annex prop- 
erty that is contiguous to proper- 
ty that is already in the city lim- 
its. 

The property at 3425 Fairmont 
Ave. is owned by Ed and Priscil- 
la Fitzpatrick. 

Mays said the city will forego 
the water tap-on fee for the 
Fitzpatricks as part of the 
annexation agreement.

Kutzera said he doesn’t expect 
the Mounds to generate signifi- 
cant revenue for the city, and 
said most people already associ- 
ate the historic site with Collins- 
ville, even though it is outside 
the city limits. 

Mays said Friday that he 
thinks annexing Cahokia Mounds 
will have a ‘‘minimal’’ impact 
on city services. The area 
already is in the Collinsville Fire 
Protection District, an area out- 
side the city limits that is served 
by the Collinsville Fire Depart- 
ment. 

“And I talked to the State 
Police, and they haven’t had 
more than a dozen calls there in 
a year,’’ Mays said. 

Bill Iseminger, public relations 
director at Cahokia Mounds, said 
officials at the site are pleased 
with the potential annexation 

“Generally we're in favor of 
it,’ Iseminger said. ‘‘We can 
just see better benefits in the 
protection from fire .and police, 
plus tapping eventually onto city 
water.” 

The Cahokia Mounds Historic 
Site, a 1,300-acre state park and 
interpretive center, was named 
to the United Nations World Her- 
itage List in 1983.

Seven firms to make pitches 


to run recycling depository 


Seven firms are ready to make 
pitches to run a large recycling 
depository in Madison County. 

“Tnclu in that are the five 
top recyclers in the country, so 
it looks real good at this point,” 
said county Solid Waste Coordi- 
nator Denise McClearey. 

Two months ago, county offi- 
cials began looking for private 
firms interested in building and 
operating a recycling center that 
would accept materials . from 
curbside programs throughout 
the county. 

Some officials were skeptical 
of whether any private firms 
would be willing to get involved 
in a venture that is not consid- 
ered a high-profit operation, sev- 
en outfits, including local refuse 


giants Waste Management Inc., 
Laidlaw Waste Systems Inc. and 
BFI Recycling Systems, have 
indicated interest. 

The next step is for county 
officials to compile a list of spe- 
cific recycling operations and 
request formal proposals. - 

“We're trying to start working 
on that now that we know there 
is solid interest,’’ McClearey 
said Tuesday. 

Bottles, cans and paper from 
curbside’ recycling programs 
would be separated and bundled 
for shipment to manufacturers. 

Creating a central depository 
would make curbside recycling 
more attractive to communities 
that don’t already recycle 
because it would be easier to 


unload the bottles and cans, offi- 
cials have said. 


In addition, the facility could 
help the county meet a state- 
mandated reduction in the 
amount of trash going into land- 
fills, officials have said. State 
law ‘requires Madison County to 
reduce the amount of waste 
going into landfills by 25 percent 
by 1996. 


If no private firms had com; 
forward, the county Department 
of Environmental Control had 
been prepared to consider a gov- 
ernment-owned recycling deposi- 
tory operated in conjunction with 
municipalities and townships.

Some of the addresses are 
post office boxes, not the 
required street address. 

Some addresses are different 
than those on voter registration 
records. 

Some of those circulating 
petitions for Lucas were not reg- 
istered voters. 

In three instances, the peti- 
tion circulator did not appear 
before a notary but instead had 
someone. else have the petitions 
notarized. 

One petition has a signature 
“scratched off’’ and does not 


have an affadavit attached by 
the circulator saying that he was 
the one who removed the signa- 
ture. Mendoza said this would 
invalidate the entire petition 
sheet that the signature was on 


“These are flagrant violations 
of the Election Code which is 
administered by the county 
clerk,’’ Mendoza said. 

Lucas said Wednesday that he 


had not yet seen Mendoza’s 
objections but that he would 
have an attorney examine them 
Lucas did say that he was not 
surprised that an objection had 
been filed. 

The objection is to be heard by 
the county’s Election Board on 
Tuesday. The board is made up 
of Bowles, Circuit Clerk Matt 
Melucci and State’s Attorney 
William Haine.

I believe I have found the true 
meaning of Christmas by 
investing my life in the lives of 
other people.

Lazerson 
lauded for 
achievements 


Some of the highest marks in 
higher education were heaped on 
President Earl Lazerson of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville Dec. 2 ata 
President's Council Dinner 
where nearly 400 people 
gathered to acclaim Lazerson’s 
14 years in the presidency. 

Past and present governors, 
senators, congressmen, 
legislators, business, industrial 
and community leaders, faculty 
members and President 
Lazerson’s colleagues in higher 
education administration either 
sent messce or personally 
participa’ in recognizing the 
man who is credited with 
leading SIUE to the highest 
ranks in higher education. 

Lazerson, who advanced 
through the administrative ranks 
of the University after joining 
SIUE in 1969, will retire from 
the presidency on Dec. 31. 

After a year of professional 
development leave, he plans to 
return in 1995 for a year of 
teaching. 

A search for his successor as 
president has been under way 
since June, and an appointment 
is expected to be made by the 
Board of Trustees within days. 

The accolades Dec. 2 were 
highlighted by the presentation 
of a 36-page booklet written by 
President Lazerson’s friends and 
colleagues as a ‘‘tribute to the 
President in recognition of his 
leadership and dedication to 
SIUE. It is presented to him in 
deep appreciation for his 
determined efforts to make 
SIUE one of the best 
comprehensive public 
universities in the nation.’” 

The president also was 
presented a ceramic work of art 
on behalf of the University by 
David Werner, provost and vice 
president for academic affairs. 
Werner, who acknowledged that 
Lazerson ‘was “a demanding 
taskmaster who always worked 
harder than those who worked 
for him,” pointed out that more 
than 30,000 students had 
graduated from the University 
while Lazerson was president, 
ig hpapte more than half of 
all the graduates of SIUE since 
the University was founded. 

Werner also cited the 
president’s three guiding 
principles: ‘‘integrity ... 
opportunity and access ... anda 
passionate commitment to this 
university.”” 

In response, President 
Lazerson said his years in 
university administration had 
been a ‘‘remarkable experience 
in terms of feeling support and 
wisdom from each of you as we 
have worked to make the 
institution worthy of its name 
and to improve the life of the 
region.’’ Looking to the future, 
he said, ‘“‘We must continue to 
work to make sure that the hope 
and promise of this region will 
trium: 

SIU Chancellor James Brown, 
who was master of ceremonies 
for the occasion, read a poem 
that he had personally written in 
recognition of Lazerson, and he 
also read messages from a 
number of leaders who could not 
be present, including U.S. Rep. 
Jerry Costello, D-Belleville, U.S. 
Sen. Paul Simon, D-Illinois, and 
Gov. Jim Edgar. 

Lazerson was introduced by 
{his son, Paul, who resides in
